SAN FBAKCISCO, Sept. 23 —The city of 
Kobe, Japan, was recently wiped out 
by a disastrous conflagration, and on 
August 2C, floods, atormii and earth- 
quakes caused the loss of 2 500 lives 
and the destruction of millions of 
dollars worth of property in northern 
Japan. 
The steamer Doryea, from the 
Orient brought news of a series of 
catastTOphes that 
has befallen the 
mikado,s 
realm, that are unprece- 
dented in its history. In Gifu prefee- 
tare, 4,300 homes were blown down 
and along the Haji Gawa, 400 persons 
lost their liveB. 
The leverest storm 
occurred on August 30. 
.A^long the 
iBatsugawa eighty-four lives were lost. 
Tke great flood was preceded by a 
severe earthquake. 
Then followed a 
downpour Buch as never before had 
been experienced on the islands. The 
Minatogawa oveiflowed its banks at 
midnight of the s^26th 
inst., and 
the 
waters inundated streets and 
fields, sweeping away 300 house, and 
drowning 200 persons at Kobe. To make 
affairs at Kobe worse, fire broke out 
late in the evening, and fanned by a 
high wind, spread over the entire city. 
One thousand nine hundred blocks, in- 
oluding 2,260 houses and twelve godows, 
were totally destroyed, and ten houses, 
two police boxes, one fire brigade 
station, four temples and one thep.ter. 
The burnt area comprises ten streets. 
The total damage by fire is 1,000,000 
yen. On September 1, in Bekugo dis- 
trict, a terrible series of earthquakes 
shook the cotintry. 
Nine ^dople were 
killed there and more than forty killed 
elsewhere. The hills at Senya cracked. 
Fire broke out here and there and 
waier pushed out in many places and 
the rumblings continued. At Obononai 
eleven persons were killed. At Bokugo 
the 'people killed number more than 
twenty, and the houses 
overturned 
about 1.000. A ferryboat at jSizuma 
capsized, and twenty Japanese and 
whites, lost their lives.

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—Senator David 
B. Hill said to an Associated Press 
reporter today before rtturning to 
Albany: "The final outcome of the 
meeting of the state committee last 
night was a^victory tor those who are 
anxious to preserve our state organiza 
tion, no matter what the divisions may 
be upon national 
issues. It was a 
victory for those who do not believe 
that 
man is not a good party man 
unless he swallows everything or can 
not stand upon a platform unless he 
believes in every statement in it un- 
qualifiedly. 
The stories current to 
the eflfect that the reeolution finally 
adopted was foi: the purpose of sending 
a committee to see Mr. Thatcher as 
to his views is unqualifiedly false. The 
resolution 
adopted"^ was the usual 
one and merely asks that a commit- 
tee be appointed to tell Mr. Thatcher 
that he is the nominee of the party. 
No qualifications of any' kind are in- 
citxded. Mr. Grady offered a resolution 
as a substitute for Mr. Shea's, and 
which read: 'Resolved, That a com- 
mittee of five be appointed to wait 
upon John Boyd Thatcher and request 
his acceptance of the nomination of 
governor upon an unqualified endorse- 
ment of the Buffalo platform.'

And Senator Hill smiled a satisfied 
smile. The clerk and secretary of the 
committee later verified the text of the 
last resolution as given by Senator 
Hill.

Hill has thus far controlled the action 
of the state committee, it is possible

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23—Representa- 
tive Benton McMillin, of Tennessee, 
has completed the compilation of the 
democratic campaign book of 1896. 
The manuscript was submitted to 
Chairmen Jones and Faulkner when 
Senator Jones was here last week, and 
they expressed entire satisfaction with 
the result. The book will be ready for 
the public the latter part of this week. 


Commencing with the Chicago con- 
vention it gives the platform recom- 
mended by the committee on resolu- 
tions, the speech of Mr. Bryan on the 
platform, the notification speeches and 
letters of acceptance. 


In the first chapter it lays down the 
fundamental principles of the demo- 
cratic party as expounded by Jefferson, 
Allen of Ohio, Seymour of New York, 
and Bryan. 
With these it contrast 
Hamilton's idea of government. 


It next takes up the silver question, 
and for a hundred pages deals with 
that topic. Among the subj ec^s treate d 
of in this chapter are: "Money of the 
constitution; no flood of silver; the 
uniformity of ratio; silver 
coinage 
prior to 1873; the crime of 1873; mo- 
tive for demonetization; depreciation 
in values; larger volume of money 
needed; republicans seek change of 
contracts; Secretary Carlisle's recent 
letter; Senator Faulkner's protest in 
reply; Mr. Bryan's protest; opinions of 
eminent Europeans; opinions of emi- 
nent Americans; ability of the United 
States to maintain 
free coinage." 
Following these are concise statements 
of feet and statistical tables. 


There are chapters on McKinley's 
public record on the subject on silver, 
Chinese immigration, the force bill 
and the effects of tbe McKinley tariff 
law. 
Under the head of Monroe doc- 
trine and diplomatic relations, the 
book quotes from Jefferson, Monroe 
and Cleveland on that subject with 
suitable comments on the same. It 
also treats of Harrison's Samoan policy. 
Under the head of immigration i | 
reviews the legislation on that subject, 
particularly the restriction of Chinese 
immigration. 


The chapter on the income tax gives 
Bryan's speech in the house on the 
subject, the report of the committee, 
Mr. Wyke's speech, the dissenting 
opinions of the supreme court and 
Senator Vest's review of the subject. 
Under the head of labor the book re- 
produces in full Mr. Bryan's speech on 
Labor day at Chicago. It goes into the 
republican record on the subject of 
contract labor and ^closes with a 
memorial by all the great labor organi- 
zations in favor of free silver. 


There is another chapter entitled: 
The Business Men's Campaign." It 
quotes Mr. Bryan's definition of the 
business man and gives full statistics of 
the number in ^esch occupation. The 
chapter on trust! freats of the trust 
laws passed by the democratic party. 
The chapter on the recent issue of 
United States bonds gives facts and 
figures. There is a chapter on pensions, 
one on public lands, one on taxing the 
rich, another on the record of the 
Fifty-fourth cpngrees and finally a 
chapter on the tariff. The book in 
print will make about 350 page?. The 
first edition consists of 10,000 copies. 
The price of the volume is fifty cents.

NEW YORK, Sept. 23 —"This is one of 
the peculiar meetings of a peculiar 
campaign," said a man entering the 
big aulitorium in the Madison Sqaare 
garden last night, and he spoke the 
truth, for while tbe democratic state 
committee was busy two blocks away 
straightening out a tangle in an en- 
deavor to aid the Bryan campaign, the 
gold men of the party argued against 
Mr. Bryan and his policies. 


The audience that filled every nook 
and corner of an edifice that, parti- 
tioned off as it was, accommodated 
fully 6 000 people, remained seated 


until the end of the session; the plat- 
form was filled with 
representative 
men of the old democratic party. 


The big hall was beautifully adorned 
with the national colors, and there 
were huge pictures over the elevated 
stage of President Cleveland, Samuel J, 
Tilden, Messrs, Palmer and Buckner, 
the sound money standard bearers, 
Andrew Jackson and Thomas Jeffer- 
son. In the center of the stage decor- 
ation was a large picture of the national 
democratic party's 
emblem in 'this 
state, a full rigged ship. 


The presence upon the stage of men 
like Roswell P. Flower, W, D. Bynum, 
Charles S, Fairchild, E. E Anderson 
and Robert Greer Monroe, in addition 
to the speakers, gave a dignity to the 
affair that was carried out in the audi- 
ence. At fi'st the hearers were quiet, 
but the brief remarks of Chairman 
Flower seemed to awaken them, for in 
a moment they were shouting their 
approval of the statement, "We are not 
fifty-cent 
democrats." 
The other 
pointed but brief remarks of the ex- 
governor were also vociferously ap 
plauded, and by the time Mr. Bynum 
began his remarks 'Ihey were very 
receptive and hearty in their applause. 


The meeting was caUed to order by 
Robert E, Windeman, chairman of the 
Syracuse convention's state committee, 
who introduced ex-Governor Flower as 
the presiding officer, Mr. Flower 
paid: 
; 


'Fellow Cit'zinsi-We are met to 
ratify the nominations and the platform 
of the national democratic convention 
held at Indianapolis. 
We are demo 
orats, and not populists. 
We are in 
favor of liberty regulated by law. 
are not revolutionists. 
We believe in 
dollars of full intrinsic value, measured 
by the markets of the world. 
We are 
not fifty-cent democrats. We favor a 
tariff for revenue only. 
We declare 
that the government should not engage 
in the banking business. 
We are 
opposed to flat money. 
We indorse 
the administration of President Cleve- 
land. Oar principles point the way to 
stability, not doubt'ul experiments; to 
confidence in business, not uncertainty; 
to proaperity, and not panics." 


Then Mr. Bynum was introduced 
and he made a brief speech, saying in 
part: 


"I have supported for thirty years 
democratic platforms, but I cannot 
support the 
Chicago 
platform and 
ticket, 
[Applause.] 
The political 
situation is somewhat unique and the 
condition of tbe political parties some 
what anomalous. 
While there are 
many questions involved in the result 
of the election, one great question 
predominates all others, and that is the 
question as to whether the country 
shall maintain a sound financial system 
or whether it shall degrade its present 
volume of money to the level of that of 
the semi civilized 
countries of the 
world. 
The magnitude of our trade 
and commerce, the development and 
growth of our resources, require and 
demand that we should have the most 
rapid transit, the quickest communica- 
tion, the most convenient form of 
exchange and as sound a financial 
system as any nation on the face of the 
earth. 


"To assume that the United States 
single handed and Alone couid by the 
mere force oi law bring the commercial 
value of silver and gold together at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, when tho market ratio 
all over the world is about 32 to 1, is a 
bold assertion, unsupported by a single 
reason, but contradicted by the history 
of every nation which has undertaken 
the maintenance of the bimetallic 
standard." 


It was not uatil near the close of Mr. 
Bynum's speech that General Palmer 
and General Buckuer came in and 
ascended the platform. 
The sight of 
two grizzled veterans, remnants of tbe 
the armies of the norlh and south, 
ascending the platform, created the 
greatest enthusiasm and there was a 
hearty burst of applause that lasted for 
some minutes, tbe audience standing. 
The band added to the tumult by 


playing alternately 
"America"' and 
'Dixie." 


When General Palmer was intro- 
duced he was received with almost 
vociferous applause. He said in part: 


The 
Indianapolis convention was 
composed of stern, 
resolute men. 
They were the democrats of 1892 who 
contribuied their efforts to the election 
of that honest, manly democrat to 
whom the convention paid a just and 
well deserved tribute. The convention 
further said in its assertion of princi- 
ples: "The democratic party ia pledged 
to equal and exact justice to all men of 
every creed and condition, to the 
freedom of the individual consistent 
with good government, to tbe preserva- 
tion of the federal government in its 
constitutional vi^or and to the support 
of the states in all their just rights; to 
economy in public expenditures; to the 
maintenance of the public credit and 
sound money, and to oppose paternal- 
ism and all other class legislation," 


This declaration embodies the de- 
mocracy of Jfffarson and Jackson and 
of Cleveland., [Great applause.] The 
delegates to Hhe Indianapolis conven- 
tion were democrats^ not republicans 
or populists. Before the aBsembling of 
the Chicago convention they desired 
and hoped for the unity of that great 
hi6tori9 party, and they , would have 
made any ordinary sacrifice in order to 
maintain that unity, but after they saw 
the work of that convention they had 
no further hope and felt constrained to 
announce to the country that the 
declaration of the Chicago convention 
attacks individual freedom, the right 
of private contract, the independence 
of the judiciary and the authority of 
the president to enforce federal laws 
They advocate a democracy to increase 
the price of silver by legislation to the 
debasement of our monetary standard 
and threaten unlimited issues of paper 
money by -the government. 
They 
abandoned to their republican allies 
the democratic cause of tariff reform 
to court the favor of protectionists. 
In view of their political heresy and 
other grave departures from democratic 
principles we cannot support the can- 
didates of that convention, nor be 
bound by its acts. 


That some democrats should doubt 
the policy of resistance to the action of 
the Chicago convention is but natural. 
That convention assenabled, claiming 
to be a regular demccratic convention, 
and thousands of us who resist its 
action do so only because it was per- 
fectly false to democratic principles. 
No democrat can object to the con- 
demnation by the Chicago 
plat- 
form of arbitrary interference by fed- 
eral authorities in local affaire, but 
these 
condemnations were directed 
against the president of the ' United 
States for his proper interference to en- 
force federal law by federal a;^ents. 
The r ^ meaning of the declaration is 
well linderstocd to have been intended 
as an indorsement of the g&vernor of 
Illinois—[hisses]—and a condemnation 
of the fresident for acts which were 
were unanimously approved by the 
senate of the United States and were 
strictly in conformity with bis duty as 
the chief magistrate of the republic. 


As to the paragraph in that platform 
where it states that the federal judges 
in contempt of the laws and state's 
rights and the rights of the citizens, 
become at once legislature, judge and 
executioner, it is known that the object 
of this language was to assail a particu- 
lar act of the federal judges with 
reference to peculiar conditions which 
prevailed in Chicago in 1894 It may 
be that the powers of the courts in the 
exercise of tbe their authority to 
punish for contempt need legislative' 
revision. It is true that the power 
condemned is one which has been 
framed and exercised by tbe courts, 
state and federal, on many occasions. 
That power 
has for its foundation 
principles that are well understood, 
and the only difficulty is difterent 
persons have different .views as to the 
extent to which that power should be 
applied.

kind of political trick known and 
unknown, to get inside information of 
the work that the opposite campaign 
committee is doing; in fine he is the 
general commanding and is supposed 
to know everything that is going on 
and direct every movement that is 
made. 


Experience has taught that anywhere 
from $10,000 to $12.000 per day are 
necessary to run each of the national 
campaign headquarters. 
As a rale the 
campaign lasts ninety days and hence 
this item alone amounts to $1..500,000. 
This sum does not embrace the money 
spent for secret information or for rs- 
suits at the polls. The printing bill is 
the largest, and nex^« in magnitude 
come the bills of the speakers, of the 
political writers, and of the men who 
translate campaign literature into Ger 
man, French, etc. 
Another big item is 
the expense of canvassing in doubtful 
sections. .When this canvass is thor- 
oughly made it is very costly. 


This year's campaign promises to be 
the most expensive on record, No end 
of literature is being sent out by both 
sides and both are employing large 
forces. The republicans have no end of 
money, and although the democrats 
complain of having none, still they are 
going along swimmingly. 


Li as au interviewer. 


A jolly good fellow is Li Hung 
Chang, which nobody can deny. 
But 
he's the very fiend for asking questions.
